Sr&:—Pursuant to law we herewith submit our report as Directors of the 
Penitentiary at this place for the two years ending November 30th, 1886, the man- 
agement from December 1st, 1884, to April 1st, 1885, was under the retiring board 
who expended $19,040.73 of the aggregate expenditures embraced in this report, 
the balance was disbursed under the supervision of the present board. The ac- 
companying Warden's and Physician's Report is for the same period containing 
detailed stafements of all receipts and disbursements with much information 
pertaining to the management of the prisoners confined therein. 

We find the affairs of the Penitentiary in a very satisfactory condition, the 
discipline is good, while the prisóners are in excellent health and appear 
contented. "PIU. 

The Warden is entitled to our warmest thanks for the prudent and efficient 
manner in which he has conducted the affairs of the prison and in keeping the 
prisoners properly employed, we submit such extracts of his report as we 

deem of general interest. The discipline of the prison is in a condition that is 
satisfactory to the Board of Directors, and in every way a credit to the Terri- 
tory. The policy adopted by the Warden, and fully set forth in his report, 


meets the approval of this board. 
IMPROVEMENTS. 


While we have had no appropriation for improvements of any kind, we 
nevertheless have accomplished a great deal in that line, as reference to 
Warden’s report will show, we have, of necessity, been compelled to curtail in 
other funds to meet these disbursements; a substantial stone barn, which was 
very much needed, and notably the grading of prison grounds and yard, are 
conspicuously good results of this expenditure. For the draivage of jorksnop, 
laundry and hospital buildings, a 6-ineh tile sewer has been extended pea e , ۲ 
the workshop which was in an unfinished condition. when tùis 0 niekéd 1 p 
upon its duties, has been completed for occupancy at on oNiay Gf SLOAN, 12 
cluding boiler, shafting and pulleys.

100 cords of building stone and 308 cords of “riprap,” all valued at $625.00, 
this estimate and valuation was made in the presence of a member of the re- 
tiring board, whose last published report states that on November 30th, 1884, 
there were 100' cords of stone valued at $4,000.00, (reference is made to this 
solely with the view of disposing of this discrepancy, that it might not appear 
that such an amount of stone was inventoried to this board), about 40 cords of 
the range rock was used in the construction of barn, the balance was sold, from 
which was realized $865 00, this sum was all that could be obtained, the “riprap” 
having no value in this market. 


PRISON LABOR. SS 


The contract for prison labor, made by our predecessors with McFarland & 
Weston, of Chicago, which was to go into effect December 1st, 1884, was, upon 
ourassuming conirol, found not to be in operation, communication with the 
principals was attempted but received no response, the board thereupon insti- 
tuted inquiries with the view of compelling the fulfillment of their part of the 
contract, this inquiry resulted in ascertaining that they were not disposed to 
enter into it as agreed, information was then sought in reference to their sure- 
ties, which were found to be insufficient and it would have been to no purpose to 
proceed against their bonds, we therefore advertised for proposals for convict la- 
bor. After two postponements for opening bids, the only bid in response thereto 
which was satisfactory was that of J. M. Bailey, Jr., and was accepted, opera- 
tions under the contract commenced December 1st, 1885, under its provisions 
he is entitled to 75 per cent. of all able bodied convicts (the balance being re- 
served for prison duties) for which the contractor pays 20 cents per day per 
convict for the first year, 23 cents for the second year, and 26 cents for the third, 
fourth and fifth years. the time for which contract was made. He now has them 
engaged upon stone and monumental work. This industry does not in any way 
interfere with local business, as there are no similar operations carried on in thé 
Territory. 

We have thus far received for their labor $2,447.03, and turned proceeds into 
the Territorial treasury. Appareutly the price of labor is not large but its 
greatest value lies in the fact thatit gives steady employ ment to inmates, and to 
many the instructions given in the way of isaruing a trade will prove of great 
value to them. As an auxilliary to the enforcement of discipline, and to their 
physieal COn en it is of good service; in consideration of these facts and the 
experience of other prisons recently, in attempting to contract their prison 
labor gives this contract an appreciation that ii would\not otherwise have. Upon 
this phase of the difficulty in contracting prison labor we quote from Illinois 
statistics for 1886: “Another feature of the present situation is that contrac- 
hors are themselves becoming timid of prison contracts and do not as readily 
absorb the surplus convicts when offered as formerly. On the 5th of January 
last, the,commissioners of the Joliet Penitentiary advertised for proposals for 
the Pire of 150 convicts, but contrary to all precedent, received no bids for them 
ld tever, butas the law prohibits employment of convicts, except temporarily, 
' under any other system than the contract, and requires that they shall be continu- 
ously advertised at intervals until they are let, the commissioners have had no 
alternative but to continue to cry these convicts at public auction without bid- 
n for a period of nine months, at last however, contractors have ventured to 
come forward And take them for a new term of eight years though at a lower 
price, than has ever before been accepted.”

ESTIMATES. 


The estimate submitted by the Warden for the purpose of extending the 
city water and gaspipes to the prison is an important one and cannot be too 
strongly urged. The water supply at present is uncertain and in the event of 
fire the disaster and loss would be appalling, as tho full supply at present would 
be of little avail in such an emergency. the whole force would be helpless 
through this want and could only stand and witness the destruction. The risk 
of fire would be greatly reduced if gas were introduced, in addition to this risk 
which is constantly menacing, the loss would fall entirely upon the Territory, as 
there is no insurance, and no authority for procuring the same we deem, there- 
fore, this matter one of great urgency and trust that it will be allowed. There 
will be needed to furnish water 6,500 feet of 4-inch pipe, laid seven feet deep, 
and 6,500 feet of 2-inch gaspipe, laid 31% feet deep in the same trench with a 
shoulder, this long stretch of piping passes over unoccupied territory where 
there are no abutting consumers, and the expense must be borne by the Terri- 
tory. When this intervening space becomes settled the Territory will then be 
compensated for the outlay. 

The estimate for necessary repairs and steamheating, contemplates a re- 
newal of all steampipe and fittings in the main building and cell hall, also new 
masonry around boilers, the present boiler walls are in bad condition owing to 
being built with no foundation. 

The remainder of the Warden’s estimatcs have been carefully considered by 
the board and their several amounts for the requirements of the Penitentiary 
for the ensuing two years is heartily recommended by this body. 


CONCLUSION. 


In our efforts to restrict disbursements to the means at hand, we have made 
the application no loss firm to the board’s expenditures than to other matters, 


^ .and by the infrequency of its sessions have reduced the cost to about one-quar- 


ter of that of the former board consisting of three members, whereas the 
present board is composed of five members. 

During the past year our colleague, Hon. H. S. Hills, member and secretáry 
of the board, died. Mr. Hills was an honored and respected associate whose 
absence is deeply regretted. 

Reviewing our administration thus far, the endeavor on our part to merit 
the confidence your excellency reposed in the board has not failed, in, that we 
close with the consciousness that we have done our duty with oniy the interests 
of the Territory in view.

Dakota: 

GENTLEMEN: In accordance with section 25, chapter 104, laws of 1881, I 
hereby submit my biennial report, covering all receipts and expenditures from 
December 1, 1884, to November 30, 1886, together with statistics, estimates for the 
ensuing two years, and such matters asis pertinentto the proper presentation of 
the affairs of the prison, the period of my management, as you are aware com- 
menced on July 1st, 1885, the date of my appointment as Warden, statements 
however, embrace transactions from December 1st, 1884, aggregating an amount 
of $76,096.82, of which $19,040.73 was expended by the former administration. 
The insufficiency of appropriation for the years 1885-6, which was discussed 
upon the presént board's assuming control, and was supposed at that time would 
cause a deficit has been averted, though many necessary and permanent im- 
provements have been made important ones have been abandoned in con- 
sequence thereof. This, together with a close economy, will leave us a small 
balance. All operations have been confined to the appropriations for the years 
1885-6. 

PRISON POPULATION. 

The number of prisoners confined on December 1st, 1884, was 100; there 
has been received for the two years ending November 30th, 1886, 101, and for 
the same time there were discharged, pardoned. transferred to Bismarck Peni- 
tentiary, released by order of court, removed to insane asylums, and death. 115; 
the number remaining November 30th, 1886. is 86. 


DISCIPLINE, SANITARY CONDITION AND HEALTH. 


General good order and discipline have been maintained, the rules have been 
enforced with firmness, but with a consideration consistent with law and the dic- 
tates of humanity. While I am opposed to cruel or harsh treatment. yet the 
safety of the institution demands that the rules shall be strictly enforced. The 
treatment of the prisoners has been kind and humane, and their conduct has 
been much improved in consequence. The utmost attention is given to cleanli- 
ness. The convicts are required to change their clothes and bathe their persons 
regularly. The cell hall and cells are disinfected and whitewashed whenever 
necessary for the promotion of health. It is gratifying to report that the means 
employed to keep the prisoners healthy. by a thorough system of sewerage, com- 
plete cleanliness of both person and property and attention to diet and ventila- 
tion has brought the sanitary condition of the prison to a state that can scarcely 


be improved upon. 
FOOD OF CONVICTS. 


ني 


Since my appointment as Warden it has been my purpose to give the con- 
viets a sufficient amount of good, coarse food. Many changes have been made 
in the prison diet. the old bill of fare which had been served for a long time was 
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abandoned and a greater variety of food substituted with the best results. Hav- 
ing cultivated four acres of ground by the labor of convicts who were unable to 
perform shopwork we have raised a large amount and variety of vegetables, 
thus affording the inmates a constant supply of fresh vegetables in their season 
at a slight expense. 

The prison contract operates favorably, in so far as the condition of con- 
victs relates, it furnishing steady employment, not only adds to their physical 
condition but is a relief to the mental strain that this class of unfortunates are 


subject to. 
PRISON MANAGEMENT. 


One of the great aims of prison management, as I understand it, is the re- 
formation of the convict, as far as possible, that he may be when released from 
prison a better man than when he came into it. Consequently I have adopted a 
system of as humane treatment of the prisoners as possible with the maintenance 
of the proper discipline of the prison. My views may be wrong, but the idea 
of trying to reform criminals by forcing them to subsist on scant rations com- 
, posed principally of thin soup is utterly absurd. As a full expression of my opin- 

ion on this subject I quote from a former report to his excellency. the governor : 

“While I am not lavish I see that they get a variety and plenty of good, 
wholesome food, dealt economically of course, but with no zealousness on my 
part of reaching the minimum cost theory lest in achieving distinction in that 
line I might deplore an ‘Andersonville’ notoriety. Neither do I think your excel- 
lency, or the people of the Territory demand an economy that wil draw upon 
the stomachs of their unfortunates. This subject on the management of wards 
is an important one, and from perusal of prison reports and other information 
gathered, it is obvious that prisons vie with one another in presenting a mini- 
mum maintenance report as an evidence of economic administration. If, 
thorough analysis could be made, I am convinced that the discontentments, in- 

n subordination and revolts would be traceable to this cause." `

GRADING. 


A large area of the grounds has been graded by convict labor; a portion of 
the yard has been filled to a height of five feet, and also graded up outside with 


a view of extending the yard proper, the county road passing in front of the 


prison has been filled-in so that the approach to the prison is now of an easy 
grade. 

The entire amount expended on improvements is $5,692.40, by reason of 
there being no appropriation for such purposes the above amount was taken 
from other funds to meet this much needed expense. 


COAL CONTRACT. 


Have made a satisfactory contract for coal at prices much below any figures 
ever obtained heretofore. Under this contract hard coal will be delivered in 
yard at $7.45, soft coal for $5.49 per ton for one year from November 10th, 1886. 
A portion of the coal, under this contract, was in transit but was stopped by the 
rival railroad companies, whose switches enter the prison yard, refusing to carry 
the Burlington, Cedar Rapids and Northern cars over their lines. As the coal 
under this contract wil all be consigned over the B. C. R. & N. road this action 
on the part of the rival companies may occasion serious trouble and loss, and 
should be brought to the attention of the Territorial railroad commissioners. 


ESTIMATES. 


I would respectfully suggest that the board include in the estimates the item 
for the extension of the city water and gas to the penitentiary. Section 13, 
chapter 9, laws of 1885, says: “ The property of the Territory shall not be in- 
sured.” At present we are lighted by kerosene lamps, and the building not be- 
ing fireproof makes this outlay necessary as a preventive of fire and means of 
subduing, in case of conflagration. Not only is ib of pecuniary benefit but may 
be the means of saving life in the event of fire. 

I would also suggest that the appropriation for the Deputy Warden be in- 
creased to $1,200 per annum, the present salary not being commensurate with 
the duties and responsibility resting upon him, his presence at the prison is re- 
quired at all times, night and day. 

The office work is of such magnitude that a clerk is required, and as the law 
at present does not provide for one I would recommend that the law be changed 
to that end, and that you include in the estimates an item for compensation of 
same. |

A. F. SHAW, Warden: 


In making my second biennial report of the medical department of the Terri- 
torial Penitentiary at Sioux Falls, I have to state that under your careful manage- ` 
ment there has been no injury from any source whatever to any one under your 
care—-nor has there been any sickness of an epidemic nature—-with two excep- 
tions, which will be reported below. No inmate has suffered more than a few 
days from some slight indisposition. I have, on an average, made only one visit 
a week during the two years last past. O. John Erickson, admitted April 19th, 
1884, aged 20, from Sioux Falls, for one year and three months, died April 18th, 
1885, from inflammatory rheumatism, complicated with inflamation of the 
heart. 

' Jacob Kastleberger, aged 56, admitted December 30th, 1884, from Yankton, 
for four years and six months, died March 27th, 1886, from bleeding of the lungs.
